Less Dense Foliage. 

Less dense foliage and a va- 
riety resistant to boll weevil. 

Four to five locks to the boll 
instead of three, meaning two- 
fifths more cotton from 2 five- 
lock than a three-lock boll. Va- 
rieties now developed run 4s high 
as 75 per cent four and five-lock 
bolls. , 

Maturing fully 20 days earlier 
than, any sea island ever before 
grown. 

“The beauty of this,” 
Rivers exulted, “is that it can be 
co-ordinated with the tobacco 
crop without upsetting farm rou- 
tine, for the weed will have been 
marketed before sea island ma- 


tures.” 

Weevil Area. 
Experiments have beer con- 
fined to the coastal counties of 
Chatham and McIntosh, where 
conditions are most favorable for 
the boll weevil. 

“If we can control the boll wee-

Of Cotton Group at Orchard Hill 


Every Section of State Represented as Results of Six Years 
of One-Variety Production Are Observed and Discussed; 
H. L. Brown Principal Speaker of Occasion,

Enterprising farmers from every 
section of Georgia yesterday ob- 
served profitable results of six 
years of one variety cotton produc- 
tion at a state-wide cotton im- 
provement meeting at the Orchard 
Hill, one variety cotton community 
in Spalding county. 
Approximately 4,000 farmers 
attended the meeting ealled by the 
Georgia Cotton Improvement 
Committee, with several in attend- 
ance from South Carolina and Ala- 


Harry L. Brown, assistant serc- 
retary of agriculture, principal 
speaker of the day, told the farm- 
ers and ginners that they must 
produce uniform, standard gitality | 
cotton of good staple length, if or-; 


successfully. 

He estimated that Georgia farm- 
ers in the one-variety cotton areas 
received $4,500,000 in additional 
premiums during the last four 
years. 

Advantages Are Told. 
Citing advantages of growing 
just one variety of cotton in a 
community, he declared that farm- 
ers get 40 pounds per acre more 
and ‘that price is $6.33 per acre in 
favor of the one-variety growers. 

The Orchard Hill Cotton Im- 
provement Association began in 
1931. A group of farmers organized 
and agreed to plant one variety of 
cotton only—Stoneville' No. 2, 
which is a high quality of cotton 
used mainly in auto tire cords, 
broadcloths, and higher quality 
materials. 

Results of the venture, which 
has grown to where the little un- 
incorporated community of some 
300 farmers are 100 per cent one- 
variety growers, were apparent 
yesterday as the note of optimism 
and prosperity prevailed. 

One of the first communities east 
of the Mississippi river to attempt 
growing of one type of cotton only, 
the Orchard Hill venture has been 
so successful that now there are 
153 communities in 78 counties of

562,213 more for their cotton than 
they would have if they had stuck 
to the old haphazard method of 
growing cotton, C. A. McLendon, 
agrononiist of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, said. 
The advantage in growing just 
one variety, it was pointed out, is 
that lower grades of cotton aré not 
mixed with high grades in ginnin 
process, resulting in a gener 
mixture in the bale that lowers 
the value. ) 
Speaking to the sweltering 
towd, Brown, in his shirtsleeves, 
upon visiting farmers to 


the one-variety program. 
‘Agrees With Roosevelt. 

Answering a shout from the 
audience, he declared that he 
agreed with the announcement of 
President Roosevelt yesterday 
morning on cotton loans, He said: 
' “Tt seems to me unsound to loan 
money on cotton without adequate 
machinery to control production.” 

On exhibition all during the day 
at the meeting were crops of one- 
variety cotton, the Orchard Hill 
one-variety gin, special tags with 
which one-variety cotton bales are 
labeled, community cotton ware- 
houses, seed houses where the 
pure seed is stored, cleaned and 
graded, and several other demon- 
strations in reference to the grow- 
ing and ginning of the cotton. 

Stand Behind Quality. 

The main advantage pointed out 
to the farmers was that by grow- 
ing a single variety, the commu- 
nity and individual grower stand

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~ FARM BOYS’ CAMP 


6,000 To Be Trained at New- 
ton County Site; To 
Cost $60,000. _ 


Plans for construction of a 
$60,000 camp near Jackson lake, 
in Newton county, to be used for 
summer training of 6,000 Georgia 
farm boys, were announced yes- 
terday by the vocation division of 
the State Department of Educa- 
tion. The camp will be open to 
all members of the Georgia As- 
sociation of the Future Farmers 
of America. 

The Future Farmers are high 
schoool boys taking special train- 
ing in agriculture. M. D. Mob- 
ley, director of the vocation di- 
vision and adviser to the FFA, 
said yesterday that he did not 
think it possible to give every 
boy a period of camp training 
every year, but that it was hoped 
that every boy would get at least 
one camp training period during 
his high school career. 

The camp site, acquired by the 
parks division of the Department 
of Natural Resources and the Na- 
tional Youth movement, is located 
between the Alcovie river and the 
Covington-Jackson highway, a 
few miles south of Covington. 

Mr. Mobley said that construc- 
tion of a number of buildings on 
the camp site would be started 
September 1 and that these would 
be ready for occupancy next sum- 
mer. Architects of the parks di- 
vision are at work on the plans. 
Mobley said: 

“Under present plans we will 
be able to take care of from 150 
to 200 boys each week. «If we run 
it three months during the sum- 
mer we will* handle half of the 
boys belonging to the FFA.”

PROTECTORS OF DEMOCRACY 

President Roosevelt, in his address deliv- 
ered by radio, at the dedication of an Ameri- 
can battle monument at Montfaucon, France, 
reminded that the two great republics, France 
and the United States, both “bear faithful wit- 
ness to the ideal of freedom under democracy 
—liberty attained by government founded in 
democratic institutions.” 

It is well that a world beset by ever- 
changing forms of government, a world sorely 
troubled by theoretical experimenters in the 
social rights of man, should from time to time 
be reminded of those fundamental ideals of 


democracy for which men have, through age 


after passing age, given their lives in defense. 

It was to the preservation of these ideals 
that tens of thousands of Americans made the 
supreme sacrifice upon the fields of France a 
score of years ago. Their glory came as the 
inheritance of sons of the men who died to 
establish in the New World a country dedi- 
cated to freedom and government by the 
people. 

President Roosevelt, in his Montfaucon 
speech, touched upon the everlasting strength 
of democracy when he said, in reference to 
American dead in the World War, “In their 
name, for their sake, I pray God no ‘hazard 
of the future may ever dissipate or destroy 
that common ideal.” 

Democratic ideals of government, liberty of 
the individual and the citizen’s rights guar- 
anteed by the constitution must ever receive 
the jealous championship of true Americans 


' of every class, in every place, at every time. 


Those ideals face foes, not-only in times like 
the World War, garbed in the uniform of an 
armed enemy from without, but every day in 
the more insidious guise of friends. Democracy 
is endangered. The rock may be shattered by 
the blast of a moment, but it may likewise 
be eroded into shifting sand by the constant 
drip of water. | 

Only by eternal vigilance and constant guard 
against foes from within as well as against 
enemies from without, can the foundations of 
American democracy be kept inviolate as the 
heritage of generations yet to come. 


IS A PROUD MOTTO MEANINGLESS? 

For generations it has been the proud boast 
of the United States postal service that “the 
mail must go through.” 

Senator Harry F. Byrd, of Virginia, is spon- 
soring a bill which once again centers public 
attention on a recent period, fortunately brief, 
when the mail did not go through, because the 
postoffice authorities permitted a faction of 
organized labor to interfere with the federal 
service in order to give aid to a group of steel 
strikers. 

Senator Byrd, in the bill he sponsors, asks 
compensation for a producer of the world- 
famed Smithfield hams whose product was not 
delivered to the consignee and who suffered 
financial loss by this failure of the United 
States mails. 

According to the Virginia senator, a con- 
signment of hams was sent, in the ordinary 
course of business, to officials of the Republic 
Steel Corporation at Cleveland, Ohio, then the 
center of the “little steel” strike activities of 
the CIO. Strikers prevented delivery of the 
hams and they were returned to Smithfield. 

The postmaster attempted to collect return 
postage which the shipper refused to pay, hold- 
ing the government had failed to fulfill its 
contract for delivery of the shipment, on which 
postage had been paid. The hams were then 
sold at public auction by the postmaster at 
Smithfield, the return postage deducted, and 
the balance, a fractional part of the value of 
the shipment, tendered the shipper, who re- 
fused to accept the sum. 

Senator Byrd’s bill seeks to compensate the 
shipper for his loss, occasioned by the failure 
of the postoffice to perform its contract and 
make delivery. | 

The shipper, of course, should be compen- 
sated. His claim is entirely equitable. But the 
important feature of Senator Byrd’s measure 
far transcends any injustice to an individual. 
It focuses public attention upon an incident 
which should be considered a blot upon the 
record of the Postoffice Department. 

The nation will not quickly forget that a 
group of men, for selfish interests, were per- 
mitted to make ridiculous the honored slogan. 
“The mail must go through.”

: IS GERMANY HUNGRY? 4 

Despite the strict consorship on news en- 
forced by the Hitler government in Germany, 
it has been impossible to hide from the out- 
side world the fact that the Nazi government 
has issued an order requisitioning all rye and 
wheat supplies. 

Growers of these grains are to be permitted 
to retain a sufficient. amount for essential 
home requirements and for seed for next year’s 
crop, but the remainder miust be turned over 
to the government at a specified price, with 
heavy penalties provided for those who ignore 
the fiat. 

There can be only one interpretation of 
this order. There must be an actual shortage 
of food in the reich. Reports to this effect 
have been frequent for the past two years, but 
have always been denied by the Nazi govern- 
ment. Confiscation of these grains would seem 
t6é confirm the report of a shortage of bread, 
at least, for the workers in the cities and in 
German industry. 

The danger to the world from such a con- 
dition lies in the réaction against the Hitler 
government which must be the eventual out- 
come of a population put upon war rations. 
Faced with this inevitable -dissatisfaction at 
home, it would be fully in accord with prece- 
dent for Hitler to undertake some international 
adventure as a red herring to divert attention 
of the German nation from domestic discord. 

‘If, as has been stated, Germany is. like a 
hibernating bear, living on its fat, it might be 
wise policy for the rest of the world to pro- 
vide foodstuffs in plenty for that country. For 
the fat bear is amiable, it is the lean and 
hungry animal that is dangerous. Contented 
people are not easily led into war. 


5,144 GEORGIANS GET. PENSIONS 


Pension checks to needy aged and to blind 
and dependent children of Georgia, the first 
in the history of the state, have been dis- 
tributed by the State Department of Public 
Welfare. Thus begins a program of aid to the 
needy which is expected, in future develop- 
ment, to go far toward relieving human misery 
in Georgia. . 

This state has begun payment of pensions 
in shorter time since enactment of the law 
than has been required by any other state 
with the same system in force. Likewise, the 
average size of the first pension checks from 
the state of Georgia is greater than that of 
any other state. 

While this initial distribution cannot be ac- 
cepted as the rule for future payments, it is 
believed that the amounts paid out monthly 
will increase and that a greater number of 
needy will receive larger amounts as the sys- 
tem gets into full swing. 

Lamar Murdaugh, director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare, has done a fine or- 
ganization job and, with the aid of his ad- 
ministrative personnel, has set a record which 
deserves the commendation of every Georgian. 

Installation of the old-age pension system 
marks the dawn of a new era in Georgia, It 
signalizes the realization of a new ideal of 
social responsibility for those less fortunate 
citizens, old or young, who have no other source 
to which to look for support. 

Payment of pensions to the aged must not, 
however, be interpreted by family groups as 
an opportunity to pass a financial burden they 
are able to carry to the taxpayers. Those fami- 
lies able to care for their own must continue 
to do so. 

The pensions from the state are intended 
only for those who, helpless to aid themselves, 
lack families which can support them or are 
without other resource for the necessities of 
life. 


A LEASH DOES NOT A PRISON MAKE 

Somehow ‘it is impossible to feel any deep 
sympathy for that Brockport, N. Y., dog which 
is serving a 26-month term of imprisonment. 
The dog, it is recalled, was tried and convicted 
and sentenced on charges of causing the death 
of a boy swimming in a canal. 

With due solemnity the justice of the peace 
tried the canine defendant and, after a lot of 
newsreel and newspaper publicity, doomed the 
animal to 26 months’ confinement. 

The only trouble is that the dog, at the end 
of the first year of his sentence, doesn’t realize 
he is being punished. Under the terms of the 
sentence, he is spending his time in the home 
of his owner, exercising in a fenced runway 
and walking on the énd of a leash. A pretty 
happy life for the average dog, it would seem. 

Of course,.the court wherein the dog trial 
took place was merely the tribunal of a justice 
of the peace. But, even so, it is an absurd 
travesty upon the entire system of jurispru- 
dence to enact such a comedy as the trial, by 
human justice, of a dog. 

It focuses the spotlight of farce upon courts 
as.a whole and encourages disrespect for the 
entire structure of justice. It transforms an 
institution created to protect the rights of man 
into the setting for a burlesque and tends to 


exchange the dignity of the bench for the.

Herschell Rogers, Sewer Victim, 
Is Laid to Last Rest in East View 


Simple Services First Held at Home; Four of His Friends 
Bear Body to Grave, While Eight Young 
Flower Girls Follow Coffin. 


Eight-year-old Herschell Rog- 
ers was buried yesterday, carried 
to his grave in East View ceme- 
tery by boyhood friends two days 
after he was swept to death in a 
storm sewer a block from his 
home at 154 Rawson street. 

There was a brief service at the 
home, the minister’s words plain- 
ly audible in the hush of sor- 
rowing neighbors, children and 


adults who crowded the porch to 
hear the words of comfort spoken 
by the Rev. Mr. Allen, who of- 
ficiated. Punctuating the minis- 
ter’s words were the sobs of 
Herschell’s 17-year-old sister, 
Gladys, who later was to grow 
hysterical at the graveside as the 
first clods of earth were dropped 
on the little white coffin. 


Simple Service. 


It was a simple funeral service 
at the home and when the coffin 
was placed in the hearse for the 
long drive to the cemetery many 
who could not find room in the 
cars of the cortege turned sadly 
to their homes, farewells said to 
the boy whose popularity was at- 
tested by the throngs that called 
at the. Rogers home. 

At the cemetery, the four 
friends chosen to be Herschell’s 
pallbearers, Arthur Russell Jr., 
Frank Barlow, Herschell Hub- 
bard and Harold Cochrane, grasp- 
ed the handles of the coffin and 
paced slowly to the grave, while 
behind them :+came eight young 
flower girls, likewise friends and 
neighbors of the boy. They were 
Esther Mae Eberson, Lorraine 
Marshall, Louise Warfiled, Lor- 
raine Farmer, Louise Johnson, 
Christine Marshall, Ada Mae 
Hubbard and Virginia Galloway. 

For Lorraine Marshall the 
tragedy struck close to home, for 
she tried vainly to snatch Her- 
schell from death that tragic day. 
She blamed herself, as did Gladys 


Rogers, who also tried to save her 
brother from the sewer. 


Father Stunned. 


Robert E. Rogers, the father, 
was stunned by his grief. He sat 
with sob-wracked shoulders dur- 
ing the service at the grave and 
at the close was led away by 
friends. : 

It was learned yesterday that 
all funeral arrangements and a 
grave had been paid for before 
this newspaper published the arti- 
cle in yesterday morning’s Con- 
stitution depicting the plight of 
the family and reporting a need 
for contributions. The article was 
based on information supplied by 
a well-known minister and Mr. 
Rogers, who came to The Consti- 
tution office late Tuesday night. 


Harry G. Poole, funeral direc- 
tor handling arrangements, said 
yesterday that Mr. Rogers had 
made satisfactory arrangements 
and full settlement for the funeral 
before 2 o’clock Tuesday after- 
noon and that {nquiry developed 
that arrangements had been 
made for the lot. 


No Cause for Appeal. 


“The casket and services for 
which Mr. Rogers contracted were 
of the best and in no manner re- 
sembled a pauper burial,” Mr. 
Poole said. “To the best of my 
knowledge there was no cause for 
an appeal through the public 
press.”

SUGAR VETO LOOMS 
F LIMITS ARE SET 


President Opposes . Restric- 
tions on Hawaiian and 
Puerto Rican Refining. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt tonight in- 
formed house sugar bloc leaders 
that he would veto proposed sugar 
marketing legislation if it retained 
present restrictions on Hawaiian 
and Puerto Rican refining opera- 
tions, it was learned. 

House debate on the bill, which 
has been stalemated for five 
months during a bitter controversy 
between certain cabinet members 
and congressional sugar bloc lead- 
ers, is scheduled to open tomor- 
row.

Louis kayoed 
Braddock and the title passed 
from control of the Eighth ave- 
nue sports arena for the first 
time since the days of Tex 
Rickard. 

While the statement released 
jointly by Jacobs and Garden 
President John Reed Kilpatrick 
did not mention the fate of Pro- 
moter Jimmy Johnston, of the 
Garden, informed circles believ- 
ed that Jacobs was taking over 
all boxing at the arena and that 
Johnston was “out.” 

The contract signed by Jacobs 
and Kilpatrick covers both the 
Garden and the corporation’s 
Long Island bowl.

Lieutenant J. D. Ragsdale, of the 
Identification Bureau, was elevat-| 
ed to the new position of captain. 
Lieutenant R. Frank Jordan was 
named to fill Captain Oliver’s va- 
cated position, while Policeman 
Cal Cates was promoted to a lieu- 
tenant’s rank, in charge of the lot- 
tery raiding squad. 

Fellowing the commissioners’ 
‘meeting, Edwin F. Johnson again 
denied reports of employment of 
additional county policemen. 

“There will be no additions to 
the force,” he said. ‘These pro- 

motions are being made to bring 
about a tightening up in efficiency 
of the force.” 

The motion to elevate the coun- 
ty police officers came after the 
commissioners had finished all 
other business coming up before 
the meeting. 

Survey Approved. 
County commissioners approved 
a city-county merger survey and 
agreed to share one-third of the 
$19,000 expenditure, the other two- 
thirds of which is to be shared by 
the city and the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 
Dr. Thomas H. Reed, New York 
financial expert, will make the 
survey of city and county govern- 
ments with the aim of eliminating 
duplicating branches. . 
Proposal .of city council for a 
city-county agreement on main- 
tenance of the metropolitan sewer 
system was also approved, with 
the exception that the county will 
not start paying its share of the 
cost until 1939. 
City council’s proposal asked 
that the county pay $25,000 to the 
city in 1938 and $50,000 annually 
thereafter for the right to tap on 
sewer trunk lines.
